Federal Disaster Aid 
Ordered for Michigan 


As part of a Major Disaster 
Declaration issued on October 17, 
President Bill Clinton has autho- 
rized Federal Disaster Aid for the 
State of Michigan because of dam- 
age to private property that oc- 
curred during the storms and flood- 
ing of September 10-11. 

The assistance —to be coordi- 
nated by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) 
under Director James Lee Witt — 
can include grants to help pay for 
minor home repairs and other se- 
rious disaster-related expenses. 
Low-interest loans from the U.S. 
Small Business Administration will 
be available to cover residential 
and business losses not fully com- 
pensated by insurance. 

Affected Wayne County resi- 
dents and business owners can 
begin their disaster application 
process by calling 1-800-462-9029 
from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., seven days 
a week. Applicants should be pre- 
pared to provide basic informa- 
tion about themselves (name, 


* permanent address, phone num- 


ber), their insurance coverage, and 
any other information about their 
loss. 
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Unanimous Board Vote Opposes Vouchers 


At its regular meeting held Monday, 
September 25, the Romulus Board of 
Education adopted a resolution to op- 
pose Proposal 1, which would amend 
the Michigan Constitution to require that 
vouchers be issued for payment of 
nonpublic school tuition to parents of 
parochial- and private-school students 
who reside in certain "qualifed" schoo! 
districts. 

"| think we all feel that vouchers 
would not be administered fairly," said 
Debbie Dick, a Board Trustee. "The law 
does not require private and parochial 
schools to adhere to the same rules that 
public schools must abide by. For in- 
stance, where public schools are re- 
quired to do everything possible to pro- 
vide an education for all children —even 
the so-called 'problem kids' — private 
and parochial schools are free to adopt 
exclusionary admission policies.” 

Eva Webb, the Board's Secretary, 


is especially concerned about the pos- ~ 


sibility of discrimination. 

"Making sure that al/ children are 
treated fairly is an issue that's always 
near and dear to my heart,” she stated. 
"Because private and parochial schools 


can use more selective admissions pro- 
cedures, the possibility for discrimina- 
tion based on factors such as race or 
religion is too likely to be ignored.” 

Superintendent Joel Carr believes 
that the approval of Proposal 1 would 
have devastating financial conse- 
quences — not just for Romulus, but for 
all of Michigan. 

"The voucher system would take 
an enormous bite from the State Aid 
Fund, severely depleting available finan- 
cial resources," he explained. "Although 
the State could end up paying about 
$700 million to these schools each year, 
no accountability would be required of 
them. 

“Frankly, that's an unacceptable use 
of taxpayer dollars.” 

The concerns expressed by Carr, 
Dick, and Webb are among several 
addressed in the Board's resolution. In 
full, it reads: 

-- "WHEREAS, a proposed school 
voucher ballot initiative would amend 
the Michigan Constitution to eliminate 
the ban against providing state funds to 
support the attendance of any student 
at private or parochial schools and re- 





quire a voucher for nonpublic school 
tuition for parents for a “qualified” school 

district; and 
"WHEREAS, itis clear that this pro-

'Partial-birth Abortions": Maintaining 
the Wall Between Church and State

Recently, the Supreme Court struck 
down a state law banning the so-called 

"partial-birth abortion." However, Re- 
publican presidential candidate George 
W. Bush has promisedAmericans that if 
he is elected and handed a bill banning 
‘partial-birth abortions,” he will sign it 
into law. So women in their childbearing 
years need to be aware of who they are 
voting for during this election and how 
such issues could have a devastating 
impact on their lives. 

"Partial-birth abortion" is a term 
made up by anti-abortionists (aka: the 
religious right), not the medical profes- 
sion. The term is used to misrepresent 
the facts pertaining to late-term abor- 
tion and to create public fear and out- 
rage in an effort to enforce their reli- 
gious views on others. 

The anti-abortionists place the life 
of the unborn, non-breathing fetus ahead 
of the life of the living, breathing mother. 
Available data show that only 320 to 
600 abortions of this type are performed 
each year. Considering the number of 
complicated pregnancies and the num- 
ber of babies born with severe birth 
defects, this number is exceptionally 
low. 

The so-called "partial-birth abortion" 
takes place when the woman's life or 
health is seriously at risk. Other late- 
term abortions take place when the 
fetus has fluid in the brain, no brain at 
all, or other serious diseases or defor- 
mities, and the fetus would be unable to 
sustain life outside the womb. Because 
these types of medical problems often 
place the mother at risk, doctors, with 
their patient's consent, choose to abort 
the fetus to protect the mother's health 
and reproductive capabilities, knowing 
that the baby will not survive anyway. 

What is quite interesting is how 
these anti-abortionists frequently argue 
that medical ethicists are opposed to 
these lifesaving techniques, yet we 
never hear this from the ethicists them- 
selves, with the exception of a handful 
of far-right extremists. 

In regards to the late-term abortion, 
the American College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists said, "The physi- 
cian, in consultation with the patient, 
must choose the most appropriate 
method based upon the patient's indi- 
vidual circumstances." 

In addition, the American Nurses 
Association said, "It is inappropriate for 
the law to mandate a clinical course of 
action fora woman whois already faced 
with an intensely personal and difficult 
decision." 


Solam curious as to which medical 
profession, according to some extrem- 
ists, says that late-term abortion is never 
justified. 

Whatever side of the abortion issue 
we are on, these late-term abortions are 
not being performed on women who 
suddenly decide that they don't want to 
have a baby. Most women who have 
been faced with this decision desper- 
ately wanted to have the baby and have 
had to make a painstaking decision. By 
creating alaw that doesn't allow for late- 
term abortions when medically neces- 
Sary, we would be taking the health and 
life of these mothers. Is this not murder 
in the eyes of the "pro-lifers"? 

some anti-abortionists have even 
argued, "The byword of the medical 
profession used to be, ‘Above all, do no 
harm.'" However, don't they think that 
not giving appropriate medical treat- 
ment to a woman whose health and life 
are in danger falls under this same 
oath? 

The hypocrisy of the religious right 
will never cease. Whatever their reli- 
gious beliefs are, they have the right to 
practice them amongst themselves. 
However, it is not their right to enforce 
their dogma on the people of the United 
States. That is where liberty stops — 
when it crosses over and interferes with 
the rights of others or places others in 
danger.

posal will divert scarce resources from 
public schools while it subsidizes pri- 
vate and religious schools which are not 
subjectto any oversightfrom any elected 
officials and are allowed to set their own 
tuition rates and have exclusive admis-

"WHEREAS, a voucher program 
would likely increase discrimination and 
segregation by fragmenting Michigan's 
children along lines of religion, race, 
ethnicity, disability, and social class; 
and 

"WHEREAS, a voucher program 
as proposed would narrowly assist 
wealthy families by using tax dollars to 
subsidize students from affluent homes 
who are already enrolled in private and 
religious schools while excluding low 
income students who cannot afford to 
pay the remaining cost of private schoo! 
tuition; and 

"WHEREAS, passage of this mea- 
Sure may spur a legal challenge based 
on constitutional grounds as evidenced 
by courts in Ohio, Maine, and Pennsyl- 
vania which have ruled voucher pro- 
grams in those states to be unconstitu- 
tional; and 

“WHEREAS, there is no evidence 
that students from similar backgrounds 





perform better in private schools than 
public schools; and 

“WHEREAS, the Romulus Boardot 
Education supports proven solutions 
such as lower class size, training for 
teachers andincreased parental involve- 
ment for improving the quality of public 
education; 

“THEREFORE, BEIT RESOLVED, 
that Romulus Board of Education offi- 
cially declares its opposition to the pro- 
posed initiatve on school vouchers that 
will remove the constitutional ban 
against providing state funds to support 
the attendance of any student at private 
or parochial schools and constitution- 
ally require a voucher for nonpublic 
school tuition for parents from a "quali- 
fied" school district.” 

With the passage of its resolution, 
the Board of Education joins a number 
of other individuals and groups that 
oppose Proposal 1, including the Michi- 
gan Association of School Boards, the 
Michigan Education Association, the 
Michigan Association of School Admin- 
istrators, the Michigan Parent Teacher 
Association, Governor John Engler (Re- 
publican), former Governor James Blan- 
chard (Democrat), various local cham- 
bers of commerce, and the American 
Association of University Women.
